Much of the number two Northern 
that came in during the last crop 
year went to swell the No. 1 Northern 
in the elevators) While there were 
11,148,039 bushels received only 7,622,-

there was on hand on Aug. 31, 2- 
091,021. Here then there was a 
shortage of 2,091,021 bushels. This 
amount had been raised to No. 1 
Northern, 

The same story is told in the case 
of No. three Northern.

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UNIQUE POW-WOW 
Manitoba Indlans Pass Resolution to 
Guard Against. Fire 
Probably nowhere else in Canada is 
there a-etronger co-operative spirit 
in forest fire protection than has been 
developed by the Chief Fire Ranger 
of the Domiulon Government among 
the rangers, Indians, trappers and 
packers of the Northern Manitoba 
Fire District. The work among the 
Indiuns nas been especially beneficial, 
for in the past they were notoriously 
careless, especially in leaving camp- 
fires burning. But, largely owing to 
the energy ani initiative of the Chief 
Ranger, the attitude of th Indians 
has \8en chinged from one of indif- 
ference to one of keen interest, so 
much go that that official writes: The 
conservation of the forests has be- 
come as red-hot a topic out here as 

real estate in the West. 

Recently, when treaty money was 
being paid to the Indians at Cross 
Lake, a spedial cduncil meeting of 
seventy-five to eighty Indians was 
called, at which an animat. discuss 
fon of forest fire protection took 
place. The Chief Ranger writes:— 
While the meeting was in progress, 
the Indian Agent and party came, but 
to the surprise of many the meeting 
held interest till, by a standing vote 
all asserted their willingness to help 
in the protection of the forests from 
fire. The chief and councillors wish- 
ed me to convey to.the Director of 
Forestry at Ottawa this, their resolu- 
tion. 

Whenever possible such councils 
are attended by the Chief Ranger, 
and all Indians promising to co-oper 
ate with the Dominion rangers are 
presented with a metr: badge of of- 
fice. The most intelligent of the In- 
dians are engaged as regular fire 
rangers by the Dominton Government 
and do very conscientious work, Al- 
though the patro: 1s difficult, being 
done wholly by canoe, and the weath- 
er is often inclement, the eighteen 
fire-rangers in thig district average 
about eighteen miles a day, including 
Sundays, throughout the summer, 

During the whole season, no ser- 
ious damage was done by fire although 
many incipleat forest fires were ex- 
tinguished, a fact that speaks well 
for the efficiency of the patrol and 
the value of the co-operative spirit 
inculcated in the.Indians.

AN HISTORIC EDIFICE. 


Old Christ Church, Amherstburg, Is 
Being Restored By Rector. 


“No.” One of the most interesting of the 
“Where to?” journeys taken by the members of the 
“TTallowell.” Ontario Historical Society during | 


their recent convention at Chatham 
was the trip to Old Christ Church, | 
Amherstburg. Having served as a 
sanctuary for one hundred and four 
years this venerable brick edifice 
may. well be called the mother of 
Episcopal Church life in the Province 
of Ontario, Within the past two 
years steps have been taken to re- 
store the building and render it safe 
for public worship, and under the 
enthusiastic assistance of the present 
rector, Rey. A. B. Famey, the work 
has been ‘‘well and truly’’ done. Built 
at a time when all buildings were the 
product of men’s hands alone, the 
Sold brick church has stood remark- 
ably well the strain of wind and wea- 
‘ther for a century. When the ceil 1g 
was removed during the process of 
restoration, the frame of the roof, 
‘constructed of massive, hand-hewn 
beams, was found to be as sound as 
the day on which it was laced to- 
gether by the builders of a by one 
time. A new ceiling has been put 
in, the walls h-ve been reglazed and 
decorated with symbolic designs, and 
the old worn floor has been covured 
with a preserving element, durabje 
and noiseless. The following extracts 
from The Amherstburg Echo of 
March 8, 1912, are of interest as re- 
lating to the proposed restoration: 

“There will be about seventeen 
lights hung from the ceiling at inter- 
vals of about ten feet; The work on 
these is being done by hand, in keep- 
ing with the ceiling, and the lights 
will be of wrought-iron lantern de- 
sign, open at the top and bottom, but 
with sides of amber-colored cathedral 
glass, that will be restful to ‘.e eyes 
and will throw a goluen = gloyv 
throughout the whole interior. Kach 
face of the light will be dividea in 
nine squares, separated by wrought- 
iron bands. : 

“Tt: has been discovered that the 
inner doorway of the vestibule was 
at one time the outer door It has a 
very fine colonial fanlight, and the 
doors are perfect specimens of state- 
ly colonial architectur . It is pro- 
posed to move them to the outer door- 
way, refinish them, and , -eserve them 
for another hundred years to the peo- 
ple of the town who have so many 
memories connected with them. . . 
The thought that Christ Church, Am 
herstburg, is the oldest brick struc- 
ture in use in Ontario has stimul 
the people to make it a historic and 
memorable spot for all time to 
come,”’

A puny grounder 
and a foul fiy to left field, and the 
students saw nothing but defeat and 
humiliation at the hands of their old 
rivals. O'Hara, the weakest batter 
on the team, walked nervously to the 
plate and the crowd started to leave 
the little grand stand. Then some- 
thing happened that made them stop 
and linger. O'Hara had doubled to 
right fleld on the first ball sent up 
to him. Robidoux, a scrappy young 
Acadian, was the next man up. The 
crowd was imploring him to at least 
save the team from a shut-out, but 
after he had fouled for two strikes 
the cheers subsided... The pitcher 
grooved a speedy straight ball right 
for the heart of the plate, Robi- 
doux’s bat, swung in desperation 
with all his might, met it squarely on 
the nose. The ball was seen to soar 
far out over the centre fielder’s head, 
both runners raced madly around the 
bases, and the crowd roared its de- 
light. Then there was a sudden lull. 
O'Hara had fallen face downwards 
on third base, and remained motion- 
less.

Can- 
ada has her own problems to solve, 
problems of citizenship, of naturaliza- 
tion, of colonizing and development, 
and among these she does not pro- 
pose to include a new one of how to 
pet, protect and propagate the luna- 
tics and outlaws of other nations.

Lands on which all taxes have 
not been paid before the 1st day of 
January 1914 shall be included in 
a separate statement known as The 
Tax Enforcement. Return. When 
duly prepared the treasurer shall 
submit the tax enforcement return 
to the auditor who up on auditing 
the same shall endorse there on a 
statutary declaration. 

The treasurer shall make appli- 
cation to the Judge of the District 
Court who may appoint a time and 
place for holding a court of Con- 
firmation of the said return. At 
the time and place appointed the 
Judge shall hear the application and 
the evidence adduced before him 
and there upon adjudge and de- 
termine whether or not the taxes 
upon each parcel of land were 
either wholly or in part in default 
and shall also confirm the said re- 
turn as to those lands on which 
any taxes are determined to be in 
arrears naming the ameunts and 
adding there to a _— reasonable 
amount for the expenses of adyer- 
tising together with such sums as 
he may fix foc eosts of the appli- 
cation and the effect of such 
adjudication when registered shall 
be to vest in the Municipality the 
said lands freed from all liens 
mortgages and eneumbrances of 
every nature ard kind whatsoever 
subject however to redemption by 
the owners at any time within one 
year by the payment to the 
treasurer of the amounts named 
including expenses together with a 
redemption fee of five cent pr acre 
and any taxe3 which may have 
accrued due on said lands since the 
date of adjudication.
